SHANGHAI, June 13.—-The Am- 


erican association of China and the 
American chamber of commerce 
following a meeting today united 
In cabling Secretary 
of state 


Hushes a demand that the United 
States government act to end "In- 
tolerable conditions" existing in 
China. _, The message charged that 
the situation was brought about by 
Washington's failure to act aggres- 
sively in the present crisis. 


American lives are being endang- 


ered and business prestige destroy- 
ed "by lack of strong action" the 
message 
declared, 
outlining 
a 
series of drastic steps which were 
urged upon Secretary Hughes for 
imposition on China. 


"We urge action along the fol- 
lowing lines until a strong and sat- 


isfactory government is function- 
ing in China,".the cable continues. 


"1—Suspension of all benefits to 


China under the Washington con- 
ference. 
"2—Disarmament, or troops re- 
turned to their homes. 


"3—<Place Chinese finances un- 
der foreign supervision and place 
foreign guards on the lines of com- 
munication, both land and water. 
"4—'Foreign garrisons at strate- 


gic points throughout China. 
"5—Suspension of return of box- 


er indemnity. 
"6 — Co-operation with Great 


Britain in providing remedies for 
the present situation."

"The farmers' problem has be- 
come .a national problem, affecting 
the people living in cities even 
more than those remaining on the 
farms," Caraway continued. "Food 
is comparatively che^p npw but 
once production is seriously reduc- 
ed on our farms, food prices will 
s«r. If we let the farmer alone, 
he will solve his problem, but a 
frightful cost to the public. 
"This wave of emigration will 
drain the farms until agricultral 
products become so scarce, the sell- 
ing price will guarantee a wage for 
farmers equal to that of workers in 
the city. Then the movement back 
to the farms will start but when 
that time comes, there will be a 
serious food shortage any many 
people will be unable to buy food. 
f believe food prices will rise four 
or five times their present values 
Unless some remedy is worked out 
now."

Officials refused to discuss the

awards the Pulitzer Prize of $500 for the best editorial 
of the previous year. The 1922 prize was awarded to 
William Allen White of the Emporia (Kan.) Gazette. 
It was evidently aimed at Gov. Allen, who had Mr. 
White arrested because he wrote a favorable word on a 
strike which was enjoined by the Kansas Industrial 
Court Here is the editorial: 


"To An Anxious Friend" 


"You tell me that law is above freedom of 


utterance. And I reply that you can have no 
wise laws nor free enforcement of wise laws un- • 
less there is free expression of the wisdom of the 
people—and, alas, their folly with it. But if 
there is freedom, folly will die of its own poison, 
and the wisdom will survive. That is the history 
of the race. It is the proof of man's kinship 
with GocL You say that freedom of utterance is 
not for time of stress, and I reply with the sad 
truth that only in time of stress is freedom of ut- 
terance in danger. No one questions it in calm 
days, because it is not needed. And the reverse 
is true also; only when free utterance is suppress- 
ed is it needed, and when it is needed, it is most 
vital to justice. Peace is good. But if you are 
interested in peace through force and without 
free discussion, that is to say, free utterance de- 
cently and in order—your interest in justice is 
slight. And peace without justice is tyranny, 
no matter how you may sugar coat it with ex- 
pediency. This state today is in more danger 
from suppression than from violence, because in 
the end, suppression leads to violence. Violence 
indeed, is the child of suppression. Whoever 
.pleads for justice helps to keep the peace, and 
whoever tramples upon the plea for justice, tem- 
perately made in the name of peace, only out- 
rages peace and kills something fine in the* heart 
of nun which God put there when we got our 
mnhood. When that ig killed, brute meets 
r fcnrte on each side of the line.
